they are friends to friends, and cuemics to enemies ; 
wee need not marucil he ſhould be fo bold, as to re- 
quire that he had deſired. From Davids afteftion 
we may learne to know our ſelues, If Gods friends 
be our friends, we may take comfort to thinke, that 
God is our friend roo. If Gods friends bee our enc- 
mies, or Gods enemies be our friends , it is to bee 
doubted our league is likewife broken which wee 
had with God : That's for his afftetion. 

From Dawids confidenceand infportunitic, and 
Gods liking and allowance of it, great men may 
learne not to ſcorne to be importun'd by their infe- 
riors. The diſtance is greater betwixt God and man 
then canbe betwixt one man & another,and yet Ds- 
«id thought it no inciuility to importune God him 
ſclfe. One thing haxe I deſired, which I will require. 

It's a rule at Court, not to moouca man againe 
in a ſuit, whom we hauc lately troubled, I thinke be. 
cauſethere'slittletrue friend{hip there, bur he is the 
welcomeſt that commeth oftneſt ro God. And hee 
thar hath beene at him with his Pety, may bee the 
moſt bold with his Requiram. Such is the conditi- 
on of fauourites, both with God and men. His firft 
bleflings are cauſes of ſecond, and his by-paſt fa. 
uourcs inducements to him, and ſo mahy encou- 
ragements to vs, to call for more. Thus the Prophet 
pleades, Thou haſt beene my ſaccour, teaue me not, 
the ninth verſe of this Pſalme. A ſtrange mortiue 
it were among men, Sir I haue lately troubled you, 
but I baue another-uit, No, would hee anfwere, ] 
hauealready done well, trouble me no more. But 
he 
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he is the beſt entertained that comes oftneſt to God. 
He is not new fangled. Ego [ehows or non mutor,he 
growes not weary of his friends. Once his and his 
cuer to teach vs, whenonge weput our hands to the 
Plough, to ſerue himeuex, > ſure to make 
our Pet4,ga0d with gur Requiram, 

Againe though importunity be: often waited on 
with xnpatience, K's not{018, David, impaticat hee 
was ngh though.imporwnate ; {o thouldit be with 
vs. For 2u4 wonds data ſunt fiulte negata puta? Blel- 
lings arc not denied when nat preſently giuen,ſore- 
times God is ndt fit,histime to thew lus greater glo- 
ry, isnox yet come. Soinerimes we arenotfitto re- 
cciue. Our Prophet knew,that with God there was 
plentcous redemption. And therefore he that ſaid 
with himſclfe Requiram, laid to himfelfe Expettans 
a » the beginning. of the/laſt verſe of this 
Plalnacy and though he tarry long, yet, Su/tane, Dar 
minum, the end of the ſame. vere. ts 

So,impatient he was not, yet partum gs 72a 
1 will require. And no wonder it he. were Rar 
tunatcy bring it was bug vn”, ons thing Ih Fe 
ask't, and wnumw qviddam, luch a one. this 
wn#m, 4s it's ſet before, ſoit pafſeth through my 
Text, and<uery part of it. He deſires one.thing, 
to be in one place, to-bchold ane beauty, andthere. - 
fore hauing fix't his deſires , welt he would. nor 
change, but to this ww»- would allot all the dayes 
of his life. 

He that makes a ſute butencetoa friend, though 
it be ſomewhat diftaſtfull, will look to (peed. Samp- 


ſon ſuſpeAed himſelfe, when he prayed to be heard

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at thistime only. It implyed thus much. Ir's a great 
matter Lord, I now defire to be reuenged for theſe 
ſcornes, and the loſſe of minecics, with the loſle of 
my owne life, and ſo many thouſands of mine enc- 
res. Bur ſtrengthen mc at this time onely, and I 
ſhall neuer on carth make other requeſt,-and then 
God heard him, 1»dg. 16. 

Danid comes oftner then once , but it's but for 
one thing, and that vwwm quiduem, ſuch a thing as 
ofall other was moſt pleafing to God, he could have 
deuiſed nothing for which hee thould haue beene 
more welcome, and yet hee is glad to' importunc 
God before he ſpeed. When the Breaſt is full; the 
Mother would bee drawne, but ſhe will eadure

moane for it. Doubtleſſe it's paine and priefe to 
God to with-hold his tmercies, which he ncuer doth 
bat in mercy.

Lerir ſill be his vx«m, let him 
not ſpare toaske it, I ſay notthree times, but thirty 
times three ti and either he ſhall ſpeed of that 
he askes, pt 1 ſpeed of that ſhall be zquiua- 
lentto it, either the temptation ſhall beremoued, or 
ſufhctent grace to onercome it. : 

Then ler Courriers flatter, topet fawour;popular 
men diſfemble to game opinion ; theambirious la- 
bour to ſoare aloft, and when they are vp, to keepe 
themſclues on wing; the laſciuious drinke of ſtollen 
waters, as being the ſweeteſt, whatfocuer they coſt 
them, though body, and ſoule, and all ; yea, letall 
men ſet rhemſclues to their ſeveralÞ delights. Da- 
id you ſcedefires but one thing,and that onething 
without exception, that he may behold the beauty 
of the Lord. 

But becauſe Gods beavty is not enery where to 
be found or ſcene. David takes a ſure courſe, and 
deſires to dwell where God dwels. God dwels in 
Zion, Pfal. g. Andif he may dwell there, he ſhall 
ſurely ſee him and his beauty too ; for ##t of Zion 
2 God 
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God ſhineth, Pſal. 50.2. And this was it that made 
his louc.fo great to the Temple, cuen becauſe his 
honour wc thn, that. appearcs, not ancly, him- 
ſelfe in beauty , but makes-cuery place beaurifull 
where he is, forin the Verſe before named, Out » 
Zion, which is the pertetion of beaury,Gad alc 
{hined, Sothat whether you looke vpon the Lord, 
orthe houſe ofthe Lord, chere's nothing but beau- 
ty 10 his cies 

Hence is it that what he thought, he cannot con- 

ceaje. But cells vs ſometimes how amiablc/it is in ir 
lelfe. Sometimes how pleaſing to. him, Ewen fo 
plealing, as he had ratherbe a doore- keeper in Gods 
houſe, then enioy any other honour. Here indeed 
was his heart. Gods houſe was his vn»m, wherein 
he found all other comforts. 

Yea, if any afteftion be more violent in a man 
then other, here he findes matter for it.. How have 
men beene tranfported- with that which they call 
beauty. And this, Da«id as you heard foundin the . 
Temple ; yea, many times the fancies of men make 
thoſe appeare beautifull that are not : and as the 
Philoſopher obſerued, that Honor non eff in hons- 
rato, ſed in honorame. So may we trucly,that beau- 
ty many- times is not in amaze, but in amante, for 
it's his affetion makes her ſceme ſo. But David in- 
ſtifics his affeftion-to be well plac't, for the Miſtres 
of his thoughts che Temple. is the perfeRion of 
beauty, | 

No more,maruell then if the Prophet were in 
loue, for indeed ſo he was ; and as ar another time
